THEY’RE BLUE ABOUT 


By Steve Burns 


The NSW Soccer 
Federation’s blue- 
form player regist- 
ration system was 
bitterly condemned 
by long-serving 
chairman. of the 
ACT Football 
League, Mr Jerry 
Martens. 

“It is self-destructive 
and has caused many 
players to have their 
careers ruined, “Mr Mar- 
tens said. 

Mr Martens said that 
the trouble was the blue 
form was much more 
than what players — par- 
ticularly young players — 
realised. 

“It is called a player 
registration form and | 
know that many sign sim- 
ply believing it to be that 
—a registration form,”Mi 
Martens said: - 


“They do not realise, 
and unfortunately all too 
often are never told, that 
it is in fact a contract with 
that club that is accepted 
by the NSW Soccer Fed- 
eration. 

“The Federation does 
not insist upon seeing the 
actual contract before it 
accepts a player as a con- 
tract player with any club. 


“If a player signs the 
blue form, that’s exactly 
what he is — a contract 
player for clubs to do 
what they like with.” 


Mr Martens said it was 
aludicrous and unjust sit- 
uation. 


“And | am not speaking 
from just a casual, brief 
acquaintance with this 
system,'Mr Martens said. 

Mr Martens has been 


chairman of the ACT 
- Football: 


League for the 


past seven years and 
claimed that many times 
he had received com- 
plaints from players com- 
ing to Canberra who 
never believed they were 
contract players with 
NSW clubs. 


“When it is pointed out 
that they had signed the 
blue-form and are in fact 
contract players they are 
usually very, very angry,” 
Mr Martens said. 

“| want to stress that | 
know clubs are not doing 
anything wrong in using 
the blue-form — at least, 
that is, as far as the letter 
of the law is concerned. 
But surely the spirit and 
teal intent of the law is 
another matter”. 

“A young kid shouldn't 
ever be held ransom for 
signing the blue form. 
And | know some will 
glibly-reply-that- they

should have read the 
form more thoroughly. 
“We all know they 
don't. 
‘*By signing they 
shouldn't then be used 


for clubs to ask exorbitant 
fees — fees that often end 
a player's career when 
other clubs refuse to 
meet those fees. 

“No Federation should 
endorse a player as a con- 
tract player until it has 
‘sighted the contract. 

Mr Martens said no-one 
objected to clubs who 
had nurtured and 
developed a youngster 
getting a just return for 
such a player on the 
transfer market. 


Mr Martens said the on- 
ly answer was for Austra- 
tian Soccer to have a uni- 
form registration system.

Australia is to field a team in an Olympic Games — probably in 
1988, the ASF’s new commercial director, Mr Peter Sheean, 
revealed in Canberra last week. 


Mr Sheean said Olym-

The champion German player is ready to resume with Cosmos against Montreal on 
May 1 in the NASL. 

Beckenbauer has represented West Germany more than 100 times and led his World 
Cup team to victory in 1974 when they won the final against Holland. 

Australian Soccer fans saw Beckenbauer in Sydney at the Showground in October 
1979 when the Cosmos played against Rudi Gutendorf's Socceroos. 

On that night, the Cosmos were well beaten by Australia, 2-1 before an Australian
